enen purpojely to fuppre(fe this folowing Treatife , which 
(almost three yeeres fince)we had enen carefully compyled, as 
a christian counter-checke to al /uch vnwoonted occurrents: 
704, and this our former. fuppre/sing thereof, proceeded ( we 
affure you) from a felow-Lke feare of procuring untimely 
difgrace, end of adding affliction to the principall parties 
themfelues. Esteeming ut much better , to burie our prece- 
dent labours in the graue of forgerfulnes : then ( by any their 
publifhing ) to procure aprefent disturbance , or to 
hatch.a fubfequent broyle inthe Church , by peftering the 
fame with fuch impertinent obfcure andneedle/fe paradoxes, 
asintheir books are broched abroad. Howbett,perceining the 
principall parties, with other their vnder-hand favorites 
‘(as tt were ina fetled pertinacie ) not onely to hold all thofe 
their former phantatticall roies with rooth and narle , but 
(which more ts) thus preposteroufly, and (perhaps allo with 
the fecret fupport of their vnder-hand Fauorites ) thus un- 
dutifully to purfue the fame with fuch publike difgrace of 
publike perfons, notwithfhanding any the precedent coun- 
termaunds, or definirine determinations of publike autho- 
ritie: we verily thought, and our owne confcience did wisnes 
againft vsin the prefence of God: that we might instly be 
deemed too tooirreligtous towards the Lord : a:floyall to her 
Maiesties Princelyprerogatiue: oner-muchcareleffe of pub- 
like peace : exceeding renn{fe concerning the pofitiue Lawes 
of our land : most derogatortous tothe defimtiue fentence of 
tustice: monstrous inhumane towards the perfons of men: 
yea, altogither careleffe of our honest reputations: if that 
ght which the Lord in mercie (we. hope’) hath reuealed

unto vs, {bould now any longer Lie buried vndera bufhell, math.s.112 


and not rather be fet ona candlefticke , for the better en- 
lightning ofallin the houfe concerning thefeintricate and 
hidden mysteries. More e/pectally now at this prefent,when 
the fearefull infection of thofe their factious proceedings , fa 
uniuerfally and fo dangerou|ly (preadethit felfe: not 


like to the fretting Gangrena,or incurable Canker, 2.Tim,2-17. 


Experienced Antiquaries (right honorable Lords ) doe 
verie well know, to what dangerous heads fuch fiely begin- 
nines, haue (by carelefje negligence ) erowen m continuance 
of time: and therefore, cuen the verie primarie appearan- 
ces of enerie [uch fearefull occurrent, would be the morewa- 
relie and more wifely nipt in the head , yea, and the flreaming 
cour(esthereofthe more heedfully intercepted and flopped im 
time for feare of ouer flowing the yoong buds of our holy Re- 

gion. For thefe fpeciall re(pects wee haue now proffered 
eur labours to publike view , and doe verie humblie impor- 
tune your Honors patronage,and fauourable protection for 
them : fofarre foorthe pecially as they fully accord with the 
infallibletruth of the Scriptures. 

We protest ( right Honorable Lords ) that we our felpes 
(in penning this Treatife) did euen purpofely refolue with 
our foules, to banifh allpartiall and prinate refpects from out 
of our brests : as may ( by the matter and method rhercof ) 
verie plainely appeere to any indifferent Reader, Yea wee 
wholie denoted our felues, to penne onely [uch fpeciall points 
asother writers report andrecord intheir feucrall workes;

< concerning the vadoubted poffeffion 
and difpoffeffion of Dinels. Aflaring our 
a, felues co gaine foorthwith thy holy 
&. approbation heerein: fo farre foorth 
ZX G9 efpecially, asthou perceiuelt the fame 
to fallfoorth pat in everie point with 
the infallible truth ofthe Lord. The originall occafion of this 
our lately attempted enterprife: did primarily proceed from 
thofe late vawoonted occurrents which accidentally fell foorth 
inourcountrey, aboutthe fuppofed poffeffion and difpoffeffion 
of Sommers. Au accident (we doe freely confeffe) no leffe no- 
torioully knowen throughout the whole land then diuerily 
entertayned, according to the variable & diuers affections of 
men, The maine argument of the treatife it {elfe , isa matter 
(we aflure thee ) not rafhly refolued vpon , but ferioutly held 
and maintayned (by the one of vs efpecially ) for many yeeres 

aft : as fiue hundred yet liuing are able to witnes, and the 
other of ys alfo (inan experimented knowledge ) both can and 
doth teftifie the fameby thefe prefents. For the verie firft 
newes ofthis newly fuppofed rare accident, recalling vs both 
afrefh to fome ferious confideration of our former fet fudses: 


did fo diuertly affe&t our mindes with a dimerfe and contrarie 


judgement (the one verie auoucbing ,che other no 


leffe confidently iaspugning that faliely pretended altion)as 


we both became refoluce (with tooth and nayle) totri¢c forth 
the certaine truth or vatrath at the leaft, of our fundrie con- 


ceits concerning the matter in gueffion. Yea,and (which more 


is) we fo deepcly deuoted our feluestothe timely fappore

thofe our feuerall opiwions as no one labour (how loathfome 
focuer) was yrkefome vnto vs,which tended that way, butin \ . 
the leaft fhew ofappearance. For what one Librarie was vn- 
ranfackt,or learned brother vnconferred withall wherefoeuer 
weeame : to further vs both in thofe feucrall points we feue- 
rally held? Whatone iourney wasrefufed, or prefent toyle 


voatrempted, to trie foorth the found truth of fuch flying re- 
ports as ranne allabroad: andall thisforthe more enabling, 
and the better furnifhing of vsto that our former determined 
skirmifh ¢ Whatfundrie and often reconrfes the one to the 
other? What entercewrfe of writings What mutuall 
conferences ? What hot difputes? What arguings? Whiat an- 
fwerings? What replies, and reioynders : or cuer we could fitly 
accord about the feucrall gueftions propounded betweene vs? 
And (which is moreto be confidered ) the contention it {elfe 
concerning thefe matters, it became no lefle violent then that 
betweene Pasland Barnabas about the hauing of Marke 
in their companie : in fo muchas we eftfoones departed afun- 
derthe one fromthe other. Howbeit that onely wife God, 
whoturneth the infirmities of bis ferwawtsto the furtherance 
of lusglorie., he did fo moderate our mindes concerning the 
| attion in hande, as wee bothof vs fully refolued to ftande 
i. faft to our tacklings : and thereupon alfo ( by an inter- 
changeable couenant ) did foorthwich conclude to continue 
. this newly attempted controner(ie,vntill ( by the verie fway of 
truth che one be enforced, dare manus,to hold foorth the hand, 
and fubmit tothe other. And herein alfo we found euerie 
hower, the fauorable afliftance of Gods boly /pirit for the time- 
ly fugeefting of many ftrange and vnwoonted matiers, which 
haue not hetherto beene vfually heard of concerning the 
queftion. it felfe. With thefe many meditations and {euerall ; 
conferences we were wholy takenvp,till che verie truth it felfe , 
(as we verily beleeue ) began (after many debatings and bic- 

t.Cor.t. 10.11: kerings ) to breake foorth like the /anne in his ftrengeh. 
Whereupon alfo, we eftfoones began to /peake both of vs but a 
one and the felfefame things: and ( whichmoreis ) being now 
knit together. in. one minde and one iudgement concerning 
thefe feucrall matters, we determined foorthwith to pur 0 
downe in writing, whatfoeuer had: deliberately paffed. be- 
tweencys, Purpofing withall to vfethe. priuate contempla- 
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tion of thefe out primarie labours; as a prouoking fharpe far 


- topricke vs eftloones an ende ynto the timely vndertaking 
the like priuace conference, in fone other marters elle of 


like waightie importance. That (being by this meanesfeque- 
{tred quite from all fecularcares ) we might the more freely 
imploy our whole mindes to fuch fecret meditations as fhould 
further che timely difcharge of our feuerall duties, Perceiuing 
inoreouc, by the timely difpatch of this one intricate matter: 
that con{cionable mimifters conioyning their ftudies (being 
both of them induftrious & bent wholy in hart,to fearch and to 


find forth wifedome by althings that are done vuder beanen aight 


( by fuch mutuall endeuours ) verie eafily accomplifh many 
profitable workes for themfelues and fome others. Howbeie, 
forthe putting ouer of thefe our private laboursto the pab- 
like veiw of the world, that (we aflure thee ) was never in our Reafons for the 
thoughes at the firft :no, we did fully refolue to keepe thefe hethertofup~ 
our conferences, from the fight of all others, faue onely our P*Ai7g of thie 
felues,for thefe following rea/ons. pref — 
Firlt, we were greatly difcouraged from the publication 
hereof in an onely regard of our proper imperfections, for the 
skilfull determining of intricate doubts: acknowledging 
our manifold wants to be fuch & fo great, as we were mighti- 
ly afraid co put the due trial of our skil vpon termes. And for 
this caufe we durft not attempt the tendring ofour owne,but © 
hourely expeéted from fome others of more maturity; booke 
better ballancea, for the timely encoutring with fuch late bred 
broiles as concerned efpecially thofe vnwonted occurrents. 
Secondly, our faid purpofe for publifhing this ¢reati/e, was 
alfo eftfoones nipt inthe head; by often recounting the new- 
fangled niceneffe of chis prefentage : whercin,nothing almoft, 
is now pleafing toany ( efpecially the curious companions ) but 
that which ( being ecuery way concluded firttin (cholafticall 
forme )isallo,very finely florifhed ouer with a Ciceronian ver~ 
nifh, And therefore perceiving thefe our labors to come fhart 
of fuch reckoning : we verely perfwaded our felues, that, this 
plaine coine of ours, wonld hardly pafle wich thofe cimicallcen{nu- 
rersfor currant good paiment. | | 
Thirdly, the maturity and ripeneffe of many ministers, and 
others among whom we conuerfe: was not the leatt toppage 
vato vs.For,we are not ignorant,that men( now a )be- 
ing 
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the Reader. 


ing very acute in conceite,& too too much ready (with eagle- 


cies ) to prie exactly intoany thing publifht ia print :are 
eucry way able,and apt enough allo to cenfure (fo fharply as 
may be)the labours of others, how lazy or leaden-hee- 
led {oeuer in laying foorth their owne proper ta/entsto the 
greate(taduantage. 

Fourthly our compaffionable care to profit,and our exceeding 
great loatheneffe te preiudice the parties them felues, orto ag- 
grauate ( with che waight of one finger ) the prefenct afhiéti- 
ons of chofe whom this treatife ofours wore efpecially con- 
cernes:hath hicherto foreftalled our purpofe trom publifhing 
our prefent labours. Being in very great feare that thefe our 
pretsous balmes(how foucraine foeuer) would rather breake their 
heads,thew bind up their bleeding wounds: the phyficall compofition 
of our and our wine, it is wntoothfome atriacle co their 
diffempered bumonr,and yofauory talt. 

Laftly,we haue thus long been held back from making our 
conferences common to others, in anefpeciall regard of that 
chriftian conceit which we haue hitherto had of their chriftian 
conformityto amore dexterity: together with the needlef{nes 
(aswe in publifhing any other new matter concer- 
ningthisargumeat, Both, becaule authority it felfe had feifed 
vpon them long fince:and for that alfo the printed report of the 
commilfioners indiciall proceedings againft them,might(as we ve- 
rily thought) haue been fully fafficient (for many refpeéts)to 
quiet their paffionate fpirits, and to calme the turbalent tem- 
pets arifing from thence. For, ifthe good man of God(he hauing 
atarbetter canfe and calling then thefe men, toperfit and 
hold out in his purpofe attempted) did notwithftanding,very 
ductifully fubmit to eAmazsab his princely commaund concer- 
ning bis filencing:we verily periwaded our felues,that Queene 
Elizabeths authenticallcommiffion concerning ecclefiasticall per- 
fous and caufes, (in due regard of their dueties to Godand her 
CMaiefty ) might haue enioined them,bothto lay their hand 
on their mouth,and to puta prefent end to their further pro- 
ceedings, ina prattife efpecially fo direétly oppofite to her 
princely prerogatine {0 authentically debated,and the fame fo in- 
dicially alfo determined. Loc, thefe ( in effe& ) were the maine 
reafonsthem felues which hetherto with held vs both, from 


profering our labours to the publique veiw ot the world. 
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Tothe Reader: 
-[fhappely it feeme ftrang vnto any,that we fhould now fo 


‘faddainely defitt from fuch a determined purpofe; it may 


pleafe them to confider afrefh,that, foras much as fome male- 
faftours ( notwithftanding their palpable crimes )in 4 mal- 
contented humour, doc couertly vndermine andsibble in cor- 
ners, the honourable credit of her \MaieSties high commffion 

therefore bufie muffueeds haueaband, And, inthatonely 


fpeét(befides the importunities of fuch as haue eftloones con- 


fiderately perufed the worke)we alfo our owne felues bawe bad 
our latter cogitations, concerning fome feafonable manifeftat 
on thereof atthis prefent, and that more.efpecially for thefe. 
following reafons. 
Firft,our harty true zeale to the glory of God, the fame alfo 
entermingled eftfoones with fome chriftian care for many 
poore ignorantioules, asalfo, with an vntuined loue of that 


truth, gua nihil veretur feareth nothing 
deepely, then tobe fearefully entcmbedin the gulph of forgetful logerico, 


neffe : doe,eucn peremptorily prouoke vs both, to proceede 
retto petore, with allintegrity and vprightnefle of hart, in the. 
now publifhing ofthis our entended enterprize. 

Secondly, we are fo much.the more willingly drawento. 
exhibit our trawel/sto publique vew: by how much we do now. 
very plainely perceiue, that, or Antagonists printed opinion; 
concerning the perpetuity of fuch fupernaturall and miraculous — 


operations in thefe daies of the Gafpel : doth fearefully fhake, 


and very fhrewdly vndermine the certeinty and vndonbted 
afjurance of that facred religion which we all iointly profefle. 
For, if our faid redigson ftandeth perpetually inneed to bee 
eftfoones confirmed afrefh, by the extraordinary feale of any 
fuch extraordinary or miraculous aitions ? How then fhould we 
certainely know when the vndoubred affurance thereof 1s 
certainely and fufficiently confirmed vnto vs?Sith that thing, 
which eftfoones adimitteth effeatial (applies : doth impli- 
catiuely import fome manner of imperfection, in fome fhew 


‘atthe lealt, 


Thirdly, wewere alfothe rather perfwaded thereto, inan 
efpeciall regard of that fearful effect which mult neceflarily 
fucceed fo abfurda conceit. Forthis their peftilene opinion 
which concerneth the working of miracles in thefe daiesof the 
Gofpell, what doth it elfe (in effect ) but iniurioutly.

Then lattly , Orthodoxus fignifieth one of an approoned or 
upright indgement : and reprefenteth all {uch sdumined dinines 
and others, as are able by the fway of reafon, the authority of 
writers, and plaine euidence of /cripture tocenfure the obtetti- 
ons,and very foundly to fet downe the infallible truth. Al thefe 
are introduced as alfowrs in thefe our which alfo 
we haue purpof ely devided into eleuen fewerall dialogues. 
And this, partly, for an eafe to thy memory by auoiding that 
intricate, that endleffe and tedioustoile , which otherwife 
would haue wearied thy irits:if( without intermiflion ) thou 
haddeft been intirely tied to the whole treatife itfelfe. And 
partly alfo, to point foorth yntothee the principal matters 
which are principally handled throughout the whole work, | 

Laftly, we haue in the end ofthe booke, (ummarily alfo an- 
nexed a table of all the principal points, the fpeciall matters, the 
fencrall {ylogifmes , and the fundry expofitions ®f Tach places of 
feripture, as are any way pertinent to the maine purpofe it 
felfe:that, by the onely direétion thereof,chou maift find forth 
(with atrice)whatfoeuer thou wifheft to fee concerning fuch 
rare and ynwonted occurrents.

enclining of minds, we mutt here diltinguifh betweene the in- 

seriour efficient, who onlie is God: and the exteriour agent, 
namelie, pirites and dinels. Againe, the meanes whereby the 
exterieur agent doth worke,is twofold. The firft is the external 
bie of the mind, it being apprehended of the vnderftanding 
for good, and effeétuallie offered alfo vnto the wi/.For, euerie 
facultie of the mind, is efpeciallie moued by his proper obie : 
not only offered, but apprehended alfo effectually. The other 
external meanes enclining the mind,1s {eated in thofe affettions 
and paffions that are placed in the feu/itine appetite namely, luff, 
anger, loue,and fuch like, by which alfo,the wi/ ( after a fort is 
inclined to fomething. Nowthen, fpirites and dinels they are

I vnderftand thereby, all thofe peculiar afionws which doe 
neceflarily fucceede the powers of the minde, as proper effects 
peculiarly appertaining vnto it. Otherwaies, this peculiar 
power of the minde (it being ameane betweene the /wbftance 
and operations of the minde, are the only efficient caufe of the 
{aid mindes operations ) fhould be vtterly in vaine, and tono 
purpofe at all;vnlesthe peculiar effects of that felfefame power, 
did yndoubtedly, and immediatly fucceede the fame. How- 


beit,thefe felfelame effeéts cannot poflibly fucceed the faide 


er of the minde: fo longat the leaft, asthe Divel himfelfe 


(really poffefling the bedie) doth wholy and abfolutely take 


vpthefaid bodie with thessembers thereof, to accomplifh his 
mifchicuous purpofes, As for example,all the operations of the 
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minde,are either organical, or axtmal. The organical operations, 
they are thofe feucrall aftsons which the minde can in no wile 
accomplifh but in the bodie it felfe, and by all the feuerall 
members thereof, as by the proper ieStraments, for that pur- 
pole peculiarly appointed vntoic, Namely,the autritive,ang- 
mentatine,and generative operations, appertaining efpecially to 
the vegeratine Lfe: allo the facultie of feeing, beari 
handling of common fenfe: moreouer,the imagina- 
tine the memoratine, the concup:(cible, irafcible, And motixe fa- 
culties, being all attendant ypon the feaftine life.

By eAugustines leaue, this accordeth neither with found 5,;,, ies: 
Philofopbie, nor yet with common experience, For, with the sngelograph, 
Philofophers, che aire israther paffimethen aitine ; becaule his parte prima, 
proper guahtie is thoughtto be Howbeit, beate and 
coldare {aidto be affine: but drineffe and humiditie, paffine.qua- 
hties. Moreuer,it hath beene prooued by manifeft and daily 
experiments : that che aire is both paffible, and corrwpssble,and 
may eafily be corrupted and changed. Andtherefore, if the 
Diuels haue airie bodies, they are tubieé to carruption and 
diffolution ; andfoby confequence, the Diwels, they fhould 
be indued with mortal bodies,as was affirmed before. :

are we not neceflarilie bound to beleeue whatfoeuer they 
write concerning fuch matters, we hauing both /ériptures and 
probable reafons impugning the fame. Againe,howfoeuer Ju- 
ftinus, Tertulian, Cyprian, Augustine, the Councell of Bracha, 
and Ecclefiafticall biftories do alliointly auouch the continn- 
ance of attuall poffeffion n thofe times and places wherein they 
conuerfed : yet no one of them all ( how holie or gracious fo- 
euer) do chalenge fuch extraordimarie power to themfelues, or 
once write that they di/poffeffed fatan of any one perfonby 
him peffeffed. And therefore they might be deceiued by fome 
falfe fuppofall of an af?uall/ poffe/fion pretended by others : and 
fo (by confequence) thatwhich they write concerning thofe 
matters , is offo much the lefle credit , by how much efpeci- 


D. Fulke to the ally, there haue in euerie age of the Church, fome feducers 
Rhemifh teSta- fprung vp, who(for gaine or glorie) pretending a /pecial power 
ment, in Marc. from aboue, for the difpoffeffing of dinels, both might and did 


alfo therein deceiue the wifeft of iudgement. Briefly, we are 
therein to beleeue their writings the leffe: becaufe there be 
fundrie forts of difeafes in men now adaies, fo like tothe affu- 
all poffeffion of dinels, as verie fewe or none can hardly difcerne 
the one from the other. Which falling foorth likewife in chofe 
former times , might eafily drawe thofe good Fathers into a 
ftrange imagination of fome aftuall poffeffion: there being in 
truth no fuch ching at all.

ence : yet,your cenfequent concluded thence, hath in it no ap- 
pearance of truth, butisvndoubtedly an extrauagant and roa- 
ving conceite, nothing concludent in reafon, but beyond the 
bounds and limits thereof. For, howfoeuer deafenes, dumbe- 
nes, blindenes, and fuch other occurrents in nature, be cucrie of 
them ordinarie andnaturalldifeafes , and are commonly cured 
by ordinarie medicines and other Phy/icall helpes,as by the or- 
dinarie and naturall remedies appointed of God: the allwall 
poffeffion of dinels neuer was,nor is now any ordinarie or natural 
infirmitie, but an extraordinarie torment , aftually inflicted vp- 

on fome,by the extraerdinarie pawer of the dinel,and therefore 
neuer yet wasnorisnow anie waies curable by ordinarie or 
naturallmeanes, but, by an extraordinarie and fupernaturall 
worke of God. So then, howfoeuer your felfe would feeme to 
make the aftuall poffeffiow of diuels (in thefe daies of the Gofpel) 
but an ordinarie, or natarall difeafe, and the fuppofed cure 
thereof by fasting and praier , to be now but an-ordinarie and 

naturall remedie,perpetually eftablifht by Godin his Chureb: 

yet in verie deed and in truth, the di/eafe it felfe , andthe cure 
alfo thereof by fuch meanes effected, are both of them extra- 
ordinarie and fupernaturall matters, and fo by confeguence,a mi- 

rac/e{urmounting the compaffe of all ordinarie and matwrall 
caufes. Voleffe haplie you imagine that the fafting and praters 

performed by Exorciffes,are mecre naturall matters ,and haue 

in them naturally, fome fecret natural vigour, naturally 

auaileable for the timely expelling of afwal/ poffefions : even 
as herbes, and phy/icall confections haue naturally in them fuch 


anaturall operation, as verie fitly accordeth to the timely ca~ 


ring of naturall infirmites. Howbeit, pretermitting the further

Welthen, againft the continuance of awall poffeffion I ar- 

gue further thus. Whatfoeuer in icfelfe is perpetually exiffing, 

chat alfo in it felfe ts ordinarie and continually working. Butthe 

attuall poffeffion of dswels { in thefe daies of the Gofpell ) is in it 

felfe neither ordinarie nor continually working : therefore, the 


attuall poffeffion of dinels (inthefe dates of the Gofpell) is init 


felfe not perpetually excsiting .

For, how fhould the aituallpoffeffion of dinels be poflibly perpe- 
twall,and not be ordinary in itielte,nor contenuaky working ? Sith 
that which is perpetually exifting, muft needes in it felfe, be or- 
dinary,and continually effettmg fome manner of worke.Befides 
that,you your owne felfe ( even in your laft anfwere but one) 
did confidently conclude the attwatl poffeffion of dinels, to be 
none other thing now, but an ordinary infirmity, very ordinari- 
ly infli€ted vpon the church: and the care alfo thereof, is to be 
ordinarily effected by fafting and praier,as by the ordinary meanes 
appointed of God. V pon which your affertion, I framed this my 
lait argument againit the perperuitie of abiual poffeffiow: where- 
unto you doe now verie impudently oppofle your felfe, by 
denying the very pointyou propounded before. Giuing vs 
thereby to vnderftand by the way,that (howfoeuer you want 
aliers memorie ) your toong would be lauifh enough ; if a |

Ionely oppofed my felfe to your maior propofition, and (be- 
fides our preient question, Concerning the perpetuitie of attwall 
poffeffion) I did furcher demonftrate the matter,by giuing a fitte 
inftance, borrowed from the brightnesand heat of the fume.

Avetie fitte inffance in deed. For, euen by that felfefame 
inftance wherewith your felfe would demonffrate your matter : 
I my felfe doe alfo entend toremonftrate the truth of my argu- 
ment. Whereas therefore youdoe freely acknowledge, that 
the attuall poffe/fion of dinels may (in deed) be perpetually exi- 
fring but yet,neicher erdinarie, nor continually working: giving 
vs alfo an expersmentall demonftration thereof(as youimagine) 
from the materiall /anne, which, howfoeuer the fame in it felfe 
be perpetually exifting, yet, neither is the heat thereof ordsnarie, 
nor the brightues continually fhining. Mine anfwere is, that, 
euen as by taking brightmes and heat from the fanne , youdoe 
(in effeét)denie the /unne itfelfe to be perpetually exifting, be- 
caufe, heat and brightnes are effentiall qualities infeparably in- 
berent,and perpetually knit with the funne: fo furely, by denying 
the ordimarie and continuall working of attuall poffeffion, you doe 
confequently conclude, that euen the wall poffeffion it felfe 
is not perpetually exs§ting. Becaufe the attuall poffeffion of dinels, 
all che while it is an in any exiffence : folong(at 
the leatt) the fame muft needs (in it felfe) be ordinarie,and wil 
effectually performe forme experiment. Ocherwaies, 
how chat be truely termed an poffeffion, which doth 
not agere aliguid: notaccomplifh (1 meane )fome one aé or 
other. Notwithftanding all this, you labour to vpholdthe 
likelyhood of this your imagined in/ance, by two {peciall can- 
tions : the one taken from an interpofition of cloudes, the other 
from the funne his conuerfing among the antipodes. To what 

urpofe thefe cautions fhould ferue, J perceiue not as yet, yn- 

| left (as it feemes by the purporte of your fpeech ) you would 
giue vsawatchword, & thereby illuftrate ynto vs: that how- 
foeuer the attwall poffeffion of dinels be init owne felfe perpetu- 
ally exifting, yet,the faine is (smeffec? ) neither ordinary nor con- 
tinually working. And why fol befeech you? Becaufe the diwell 
(forfooth) at fome one time or other,may happily be playing 
— bo-peepe 
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bo-peepe withthe partie behindea cowerled: or may bid v 
here in England farewell fora feafon, while he goe and con- 
uerfe among the Caznibals.

Perceiue you not the abfurditie of your fpeech, in auouch- 
ing a perpetuall attion, without an effet? ? Howbeit becaule you 
relic fo much vpon the perpetaitie of attwallpoffeffion.

Whatfoeuer power ‘our fauiour 
Corift hath vndoubtedly determined long fince ; no man may 
now hold the fame in opinion, nor confcionablie auouch the.

Which in that place (you fay) importeth no predeterminate 
or /peciall time : but onely hath reference vnto the fuccefliue 
working power of Christ (executed by the powerful preaching of 
the gofpel)to the end of the world.In deed, do willingly graut 
thac the effe€tuall working power of Chrift,neither doth ,nor 
may poflibly determine to the end of the world : for, bee must 
effettually reigne, till he bath ( attually ) fubietted all bis enimies 
under bis feete, But withall, I do flatly denie the continuance 
of fatan his power of aftwall poffe/fion to the end of the world: 
neither may fuch manner of inference be poflbhie enforced 
from thence. For, what adalliance isthis ¢ Cheift his effetta-

of God,in this world : but, to beate downe, and deftroy the king- 
dome of Satan,the prince of this world? And becaufe this ouer- 
throw of Saran,was to be (aétwally) effected, by chat felfefame 
death which Chrif# did then fuffer for the redemption of the 
world; therefore he faith not, there foall be aiudgement of this 
world : but, now is the indgement of this world, Neither faith he 
the prince of this world(/ball be )but,now ts cast ont. 

Againe, maifter Ca/uin, vpon thefe words,Now the iudg- te 
ment of this world: writethtbus. By the worde ( swdgement ) 
fome vnderftand the reformation, and fome, the condemnation 
of the world: the first accordeth better with the purpofe of 
Christ becaule the world(by his death) was then co broaghe 
into alawfull order. Forthe Hebrew word Mifbpat, which is Baws, i 
here interpreted sudgement : betokeneth a right,and a lawfull dicium, 
confFitution of things. Howbeit,we haue to confider,that with- temia mdicy. 
out Cdrif# there is nothing in the world but meere confufion. Al- ltem,promen~ 
though therefore,that Chrift before (by his preaching and mi- ae 
racles)began to ere&t the kingdome of God yet for all that, his‘... 
veri¢e death it felfe , wasthe trae beginning of a rightlycom- 
pounded fhate, andthe full reftauration of the worlde. Notwith- 
ftanding,this withall would be noted,namely, thatthe worlds 
reforwsatiou, it cannot polliblie be effefted: but the 
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of fatan mult fick be abolifhed, but fle (and what elfe foeuer 
withitandeth che instice of God) mutt hit be fubdued. Christ 
therefore pronounceth the prince of this worldto be nowe cast 
foorth : becaule all diffipation, and deformitie proceedeth from 
him. For,folong as /fatan doth exercife his tyraunie : long, 
there doth violently breake foorth all maner of iniguitie. So 
then Satan is nofooner caftfoorth , but the wor/dis forthwith 
recalled from her rewolted eftate, tothe well ordered — 
of Christ.

fpeaketh fo effectually in euery of you. This (faith Hemingius 
the very fence of this place:if efpecially we refer(as we ought) 
the fulfilling therof,to the efficacy and power of the holy gho/, 
apparantly refting vpon the Apostles at the fealte of Pente- 
cost. 

Tobe fhort, Guster, vponthefe words, they brought 
Chrift a Demoniack; faith thus.There were many fuch(no doubt } 
in the daies of Chrift; becaufe, the prince of this world was not yet 
caf? foorth. Who grew fo much the more raging mad : by bow much 
he perceined that fatal bower very neerely approche, wherein, be

The naturall principles, ave fome certeine generall notions, or 
—uniner{all diretlions, verienaturally engrafted and knowen unte 
men by nature st felfe : and which alfo are fo neceffarihe, focer- 
teinly,and fo unchangeable true; as whofoeuer fhall dare to call 
them in doubt he may instly be termed a mad-man, or foole. And 
the fe natural/ principles allo,arejeither theorscall: or practical, 

be theoricall principles,are all [uch [peculatine demonftrati- 
ons,as doe certesaly dirett and guide the smdgement , in atrue 
deritanding knowledge of toings.Asfor ¢xample,twife tro,are 
fowre. Againe,there is one onely truth. Againe,the whole ts grea- 
ter then any part thereof. Againe,thecaufe mot after the effect,

The pratlicall principles arefach certeine and infallible grounds 
of truth,as do certeinly dirett and gouerne the manners of men. As 
for example,God ss tobe ferned, Men may uot be burt. —

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things are to be done, Falhood 1s to be fledde, and fo foorth. Now 
then this maturallrule,l aseane thele natural principles(whether 
theoricall,or pratticall ) they can be no competent [udges to ex- 
amive andtrie foorth the rath of thofe your fuppofed mar- 
uels wrought Mahgnitton. Firtt,becaule this felfefame rule 
(being onely but #atural/,in what kinde foeuer) cannot pofli- 
blie extend foorthit felfe to the full compaffe and reach of 
thofe your admurable attions : mamie of them efpecially being 
fo abjurd as they are, fo fupernaturall, and eueric way {o 
impoffible in nature.

be raled thereby,wsay poflibly accord in one, For firit,concer- 
ning fenfe, how is it poflible that any fen/ible experience (as it

not the Apoftle himfelfe fet free from their b/oud in concealing

Ifno, then the perpetuitie of attuallpoffeffion 


is no part of Gods counfell concerning the fauing or killing of 
foules: becaufe the fame cannot potlibly be prooued from 
any of the e4poftles authenticall writings.

But, in no one of thofe his 
autbenticall Epiffles, is there any one Canon at all apparant, 
which may tend in fhew, to any {uch purpofe : and therefore, 
che perperustic of pofeffion,is no Such part of Gods counfell, 
asmay in any fort concerne the faving or killing of fowles. 
Andasno one Caxon : fo,neither hath the Apoftle hunfelfe (in 
any his Canonical writengs ) giuen any one counfell at all, con- 
cerning fuch masters. No,not euen there,where he purpofe- 
ly entreats of the full power of the dinell: and had iuft occafion 
(ifeuer) to hane giuen fome aduife at the lealt, concerning 


thefame. Efpecially, there where he calleth The prince of the Eyh,2,2, 


ayre, that [elfefame [pirit which uow effect mally worketh re 
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the children of difobedience. Alfoeuenthere efpecially, where 
he affirmeth,all thofe the dsfobedient ones,to be Proneh en{nared, 
and fearfully captivated of the diuell at his pleafure. Inthefetwo 
places (you fee) he purpofely entreateth of the power of the di- 
wellwhatfoeuer. But, in neither of thofe places, the Apoftle 
doth giue any one cownfell at all concerning the perperwstie of 
attwall poffeffion : cherefore,the fame is no part of Gods connfell, 
which may any way concerne the fauing,or killing of foules.

Andthere- 
ore, {pirits or dinels, they may adlually afflict and torment thole 
felfefame bodies of men, how vnfitly foeuer they finde thew : j 
whereas the foules of men (vunlefle thofetheir faid bodies be apt- 
ly proportioned and fitted thereto) rhey cannot informe them at 
all, | Exorciftes.

Welfir, howfoeuer you may iuftly challenge the awchority 
of Tobiab, for not being authenticall, Lhauc onc example from 
the canonicall fcriptures,co confirme the infallible truth of chat 
which I hold herein.

om Saul, Howbeit, that barpe, and that playing of 
Dayid thereon,were onely created,and meer natural meanes: 
therefore, fome onely created, or mecre natural meanes, may

P by fiologus. 
In deed, if pirits and diwels,had cheir peculier bodies natural- 
Apuleius. vnited vntothem,as e4puleins afhrmech:faying that dinels 
\ are lining creatures conftitmted of airy bodtes, of paffible-minds,and 
in time aljoeternall : then,there would be no inconuenience at 
all, to hold chat /pirits and dimels ( by a melodious found, or 
foe other fuch fenfible meanes might be altered in their aéli- 
ons,and expelled from men, For,the Platonifts they flatly af- 
firnse that dinels are acerteine meane, betweene the intelletiuall 
ranges fpirsts,who are of a pure [prrituall \ubitance : and between men,ha- 
ning bodtes confiituted of the foure elements. Howbeit, becaufe 
thefacred /eriptares, and catholike faith doe iointly auouch 
that /prits and dinels are of an Angelcalnature,and that(how- 
foeuer by malice corrupted ) their naturall facultses doe {till 
remaine abfolute inthem: we may confequently conclude, 
thay 
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that therefore, no fenfible matter, or corporal vertue is able of 
it felfe,direGtly,or indire@tly to effe& in them, any fuch ation, 
they beeing properly of a piritwall fubffance.So chat,the dinels 
theinfelues, they cannot (by any fuch created or corporal 
meanes ) be compelled to any thing - much lefle may they be 
violently expelled from their aftuall poffefions in Al- 
though yet, dare not deny, but chat ( by adéwsne and /uperne- 
turall power whether immediate , or mediate) they may be 
driven from their hold.

of they become verie emptie. So furely, the diwell, he obfer- 
ueth thofe felfefamne feafons, wherein the bodies of men (being Card.in 
weake)are more fubie& to fickneffes: and, abufeth thofe times dath.4.24. 
to his peftilent purpofes. And therefore,euen as by the onely 
obferuation of meere naturall cafes, the dinel/ lie may aggra- 
uate bis aétuall torments in men: fofurely (onthe other fide) 
by the onely bare meanes of a melodious barmonie, or fome o- 
ther fuch fen/ible matter, there may be procured in the 
dies of wen, fuch an apt dé/pofition, asis lefle fubieét by much, 
to thofe che operations of Satan.

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Pythagoras. is no delettation : {o furely, in or heaumeffe, which is 
the coniuntlion of fome conuenient affine,to fome conuenient 
p-ffine,there mult needs be an apt apprebenfion of the obieted 
affl:étion, otherwife, where fuch apprebenfion is wanting, there 
the affisttion is no affliction at all. Whereupon it doth necefla- 
rily tollow,that, eueu as that which diminsfbeth the apprebenf~ 
on, diminifheth allo the afflittion it felfe : folurely on the other 
fide,that which encreafeth the apprehenfion,tt encreaferhalfothe 
dcleciation intended.But,a melodious found or muficall harmony, 
it drawveth vnto it the minds attention, and therewithall, re- 
traéteth che fame from the offered affsftion, And fo,by confe- 
quence it mighe very well leffen thofe torments which fataw did 
altually inflittvpon Saul, inasmuch asit drew the minds at~ 
tention vnto it,and withdrew the fame(for that prefent from 
any fuch apprebenfion of the torments inflicted : but, by no 
meanes init felfe, the fame might veterly expel che aftwall pof- 
Seffion of the fPirit in Saal,ifany {uch were.

If thofe torments aftually infligted by fatan, might fomerbing 
be leffened :then might they alfo be totally remooued.For,fecing 
that fpirits and divels (as your felfe doth affirme ) are vnable, 
(at their owne pleafures ) to alter the effentiall ofany 
truc zaturall matter toferue theirowne turne, but mult doe it 
by meanes of fome corporal aftines st followeth confequent- 
ly, that they are alfo of chemfelues vnable to affliét any man 
atinaly but, mutt do it by meanes of fome fuch corporal aftines 
asare able, very aptly to difpofe the paffine matter itfelfe, to 
anapt apprebenfion of the affi:’tine action in the party poflefled.

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being ( asphy/itions affirme ) an infirmity, eftfoones very cura- . 
ble. But, the difea/e it felfe being perfitely cured,that former 
difpofition of the body ( which was naturally enclined to the 
{peedy apprebenfion of thofe felfefame Demoniacall torments fo 
anfwerable vnto it isin like manner remooved or ftaied:and 
fo by confequence, the affine affliction of fatan, it may be vt- 
terly expelled from men, by an vtter expelling before of the 
paffiue difpofition correfpondent thereto in the party poflefled. 
Now then, ifa melodious harmony hath in it {elfe an apparanc 
efficacy, for the prefent appeafing ofpaffions and greefes of the 
mind,and for the timely procuring of prefent delights(as expe- 


rience approoueth, and Angu/ftine flatly afirmeth ) it follow- into. 
eth confequently, that, that felfelame melodsons found, which 


(by a fenfible,or meere maturall quality ) did vndoubtedly alter 
the mental paffions in Saul :the fame might alfo guite change the 
minds inclination, {o farfoorth at che leatt, as that felfefame di/- 
pofition which was naturally inclineable before, to che fpeedy 
apprebenfion of fatan his attine affirction was veterly remooued, 
and thereby alfo, the forefaid affisctéon it wasthroughly and 
perfitely cured.

quite deliuered. This (Ifuppofe ) is the verie fumme of your 
inference: andthe reafon alloitielfe , wherewith you would 
mannage the matter.

Befides that,the apostle Peter, hauing purpofely laid open 1.Pet.s.8.9, 

the perpetual vagaries of fatan to kill and devour, he maketh no 

mention at all of prarer and but onely of a frrong faith 

torefilt withall. Asalfo, the apost/e Paul difplaying pur- 
polely che compleate armour of christians againft the power of the 
dive! whatioeuer : he fpeakes nota word of praier and faffing, 

for the cimely withftanding of any hes fiery darts. So then,fith

For firtt, the minde of 
the Carpenter (it being in perpetuall motion ) isthe primavie 
efficient caufe of that felfefame entended bafmes: but yet, the 
Carpenters band is a conioyned,anWhis axe allo a feperated infiru- 
ment wherewith he effccteth the purpofed worke . Now then, 
euenas the Carpenters mnde it felfe , dotluprimarsy effect che 
whole worke,but yetfo,as he vfeth withal,bss band as a comioy- 
ned,& his axe asa to accomplith the :

(by their bands ) doth fo powerfully accomplifh. Touching

bis bodie. To the end, that fo many as then beheld, or fhould 
from thencefoorth but heare of the fame, wight tremble at 
the maiefticall power of the word: and humble themfelues to 
auttoritie of God. Who hauing plainely foretold by the 
mouth of his propber,that,be would (mite the earth with the rodde 
of bis mouth, and with the breath of his lippes defiroy the ungodly : 
did even then (by the ALimsfferie of Peter ) exhibite wnto vs, 
an experimented triall thereof. So then,howfoeuer Peter him 
felfe ( he being the fpeciad inStrument of Iebouahinthat mot 
admirable matter ) might (by vertue of the principall agent it

By all which youmay plainely 
perceive what a miracles.

are not (in deed and in truth) the felfefame thing they /eeme to 
portend: or which elfe are effected , not by any /upernaturall 
ower farmounting the reach of our reafon, but, by fome fuch 
natural facultie of nature herfelfe, as is biddenand fecret from 
the prefenc apprebenfion of thofe that behold the fame. Yea, 
and which alfo are eftfoones directed to fome fuch /pecialpur- 
pofé, or finifter end, as is directly oppofite to the glorie of God,and 


the truth of the Gofpell. Thete later forts of miraculous actions Falfe miracles 
(how admirable foeuer in fenfible appearance ) they may ™4y 4c effetted 
without any extraordinarie belpe of the Lord,be ealily effeGted 


by Angels, by dinels, and expert perfons: euen onely tho- 
rough fome hidden facultie of nature her felfe three manner of 
Wales. 

1. Forfirft, verie certaine itis, that Angels, dinels, and men 
(expert in naturall philofopbie ) hauing a deepe infight into the 
hidden fecrets of nature: and being thoroughly experiencedin 
the powers thereof: they may and caneafily apply thofe faide 
natural powers,to fome {uch perexifting matter,as bath in it felfe, 
a naturail difpofition to euerie fuch action entended. For, from 
the natural coniunttion of fome fuch perexsfting matter with 
fone proffered efficients, there will euen naturally fucceed, fome 
fuch vndoubted effedts, asthe partie ( procuring fuch saturall 
coniuntlion ) propounded before. Yea,and thofe alfo vpon the 
fudden, and beyond the expeétation of all the bebolders ther- 
of: which doth eftfoones enforce them to admrre at{uch rare, 
and wawoonted euents. For, the diwell himfelfe, as allo, thofe ex- 
perienced perfons in natures fecrets , tiey doe verie well know, 
that fregs,wormes, yea,and alfo foe ferpents, are cafily engen- 
dred of {ome putrified matter perexifting in nature : e(pecially,if 
there be addedto cueriefuch pwtrified matter, and of heat, by 
fuch certaine degrees asis correfpondent thereto. Now then, 
this the forefaid comioyning of putrified matter, av atline beat to- 


gether, being not verie difficult for diwe/s , and for cogging 
companions to effectif they pleafe they therefore eftfoones 

doe attempt the cimely effeéting thereof,and all to circumment Aue. de trinit. 
and deceiue the bebolders themiclues. Euenas did /annes and ‘16.3. 
X 3 lambres, 
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Lambres , the Egyptian forcerers:if Augustines iudgement be 
adiudged Canonicall. 
2 Secondly,the dinell himfelfe,and fo many befides as haue 
any infight at allinto the ecrets of nature, they doe very well 
know, thatfome fodaine commotion of the natarall (pirits , of 
blond, and of humours, do mightily diffurbe and diftemper the 
bodies of men. Infomuch as the imaginations , the formes, and 
reprefentations of things raifed vp and conferued in thofe 
felfefame commotions : are eftloones exhibited tothe phantafie 
or imagtnatiue facultie,at the veric fame inftant the commotion 
was made, yea,and eftfoones alfo, even in that felfefame man- 
wer and order wherein it pleafeth the di/turber of our [pirits and 
bamours to conuaie thofe felfefame reprefentations. By which 
{aid meanes verie inany and fundrie vifions do foorthwith ap- 
peere to the phantafie: as we may plainly perceiue in fo many 
asare fearefully affected with Phrenefies. Yea, and ( which 
more is) the matter it felfe may be brought to fuch iffue , as 
thofe felfefame reprefentations which are inwardly conferued 
in the imaginatine faculsie : they may, and are eftfoones recal- 
ledto the externall fenfes themfelues. In fo muchas the partie 
(prepofteroutly affe&ted therewith ) doth verie trong ly ima- 
that he vndoubtedly deholdeth thofle felfefame things with 
is eres, which were apprehended before,in the phantafie,ima- 
gination,or common fenfe,and are conuerfant wholy therewith: 
whereas (in deed and in truth) there was neuer any fuch 
matter exilting effentially in outward appearance. 
3. Laftly, many like adwirable matters may verie cafilysand 
(asit were) with atrice, be foorthwith effected both by dinels 
and by cog ging companions : either by the affftance of fome pre- 
compatted confederacie or through the onely (upply of local 
motion. VW herein( partly by watchwords,and partly alfo by the 
prefentexchange of one thing for another ) many edmnirable ac- 
tions (inan outward fenfible feeming, and by a nimble couuey- 
ance ) both may be, and are eftfoones effected by feducing 
make-fhifts, andinggling mates. Nowthen, all thefe the fore- 
named fandrie manners of working many admirable matters in 
outward /hew : how frrange foeuer they {eeme to the bebolders 
themfelues they are fimply no miracles at all : howfocuer (re- 
{fpefting our fhallow rea/ons, and {tinted ssdgements ) it plea- 
feththe Lord eftfoones to entitle them fo in the facred fcrip- 
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tares. Comeon therefore Exoreiftes, now that youhaue fulfi- sppticatio pra- 
ciently heard whava miracle is as alfo of the fundriefores of mifforumd 
miracles: dog tell me with whether of both thefe forts of prefenimege 
cles aforefaid, youdorange your fuppofed adinirable-aétion 
wrought at Mahgnitton? Imeane, whether we muft eftceme 
the fame artrue, or falfe miracle true miracle you may not 
affirme itto be : both becaufethe fame ts veterly deftituce of 
all chofe the former effentiall camfes of miracles, and tor that, no 
fuch thing at all was euer effeGtedsas hath beene, andfhallbe 
fhewedatlarge. Againe,a falfe miratle ( Lbeleeuc) you will 
neuer auouch it to be; forfeare of being forthwith conchided 
fome fuch cunning /mpoffor,as hatli(only by iuggling tleights 44.8.9. 
and falfe legerdemaines,) along tune bewitched the minds of sbe 
Taccountit no miracte\inany refpe&t. Aad furely , if your See 4.Darels 
felfc, or any other haue thereofyas of a muracle, and 
thereuponalfo haue choughe hardly vpon ic , for chat the ms- 
raculous actions are thought to berceafed; youare therein (by 
your patience) verte deepely deceiued, 
P hy fiologus. 
Why fir? isnot thedriuing out of Dinelsamiracle?

In deed, to caft ont dinels by a commanding word as ONE NO ¢,, 
fooner commaundeth the to goe out , but foorrhwith he Apolog. pag.32.

I told you before, there were two fortes of miracles : namely, Danens in phy- 
either true,or miracles, The firft fort is, when asameere fic.chrifiiana, 
naturall matter, is either reftored,or cured, or wrought by the 
onely application of mecre maturall meanes. Howbcit , 
faid natural meanes, either they are not altogither the fame 
which we commonly vie: or,they are not vfed after the felfe~ 
fame manner and way. Afterthis manner,the diwell,the Egyp- 
tianYorcerers, the falfe Chrifts,yea, and eAntichrift alfo him 
felfe, chey haue done, and may daily effe&t manie woonders. 

And,in an efpeciall regard of the ftrangenes thereof, they al- 
fo (abufinely and after a fort) may be faid to be workers of mi- 
racles: becaufe they accomplifh fuch matters on the fodaine, 

asdo make men admire. Howbeit, this kinde of miracles, they 
cannot truely be efteemed, true miracles indeed , becaufe 

ther they are not truly effelted, or,not to atrue endat the leatt: 
aichough yet , they may verie fitly be termed rerata, that is, 
wondrous actions, becaule of the fudden woonder fucceeding the 

fame. 

_ Theother fort of miracles are properly called Seimeia, that 
is, fignificant or fore/bewing fignes : and thofe are onely effec-

inallthe Canonicall feriptures. Seeing, albeit fuch poffeffion of 
fpirits and dinels (hould be admitted in an onely metaphorical 
meaning, yetthere was neuer any real, but onely an aituall 
polfeffion : fecing {uch poffeffion was onely but temporarie 
for feciall refpetts, and long fince, euen aftwally alfode- 
cermined by Chrift : feeing moreouer, that che difpoffefling 
of fpirits and Diuels (whatfoeuer, and by whomfoeuer at- 
tempted ) was euermore effected by anextraordmarie power 
ofthe Lord either immediately or mediately; Sceing the medi- 
ate power was oncly peculiar , and peculiarly applied by fome 
peciall perfons for {peciall = : feeing that power is now 
finally reftrayned from men, becaufe thofe the former re/pefts 
are fully accomplifhed : feeing alfo the working of miracles is 
ceafed long fince : briefly, feeing the improbable affirmation of 
any thing oppofite to any the precedent points , isnot onely 
abfurd in Philofopbie , but allo wnfound in Dininitie, as hath 
beene declared at large : we doubt not, but that the truth of 
the premiffes ( breaking foorth now as it doth , like the Sasne 
in his ftrength ) the fame will now be fo pretious in your cies, 
and fo far forth preuaile with youritudgement at leaft, as that 
(inan holy approbation thereof) you will willingly fubmie 
and fubferibe tothe fame.
